FIREMAN AND ENGINEER 
ARE PAINFULLY INJURED 


#assengers Are Uninjured Save for 
@ Few Scratches—lIt Is Believed 
at Griffin Some One Tam- 
pered with the 
Switch. 


Griffin, Ga. April 11.—(Special.)—The 
Dixie Flyer ran into an open switch in 
the Central yards at this place tonight 
at 7 o'clock and collided with several 
freight cars which were standing on tho 
sidetrack. None of the passengers were 
injured, saving a few gcratches, but all 
were badly frightened and shaken up. 

Engineer John Ramsey was badly 
eralded on the right arm and bruised on 
the right, thigh. “* 

Fireman Jim Green received a severe 
eprain in the left arm and several had 
bruises on ‘his body as he jumped from 
the engine and rolled down a stcep em- 
bankment. 

The men were carried to the office of 
Dr. M. F. Carson, where their wounds 
were dressed, which, while not serious, 
are very painful. 

It is not known how the accident hap- 
pened, but it is believed that some one 
tampered with the switch. Engineer 
Remeey says when he first saw the 
switch a white light was showing, but 
the dangeresignal was displayed when 
tis engine wes too close to stop It before 
running fnto the open switch. No. 1 had 
pareed over about thirty minutes before 
end the switch was properly se+ at that 
time. 

The ponderoug engine first struck 2 car

crushed like a cockleshell and reduced 
to splinters. The next car was empty 
pnd was turned cver uvnon the main 
track. The engine then plowed its way 
half through another car before it was 
EFtopped. It was badly demolished and 
almost hidden from view by the debris. 
But for the fact that the engineer had 
slowed up while running throtigh the 
city the loss of life would have been 
Rreat, as there were a large number of 
pussengers on board. 

The track was cleared by 9:30 and the 
train continued on to Atlanta. ‘The fire- 
man will be sent to his hwme in Atlanta 
tomorrow morning. The engineer went 
dewn to Maccn at 10 o'clock tonight.

GREAT STRIKE SEEMS LIKELY. 


Miners Discussing the Situation in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 11.—The mining 
situation in the Virginia and in the an- 
thracite field of Pennsylvania occupied 
the attention of the executive board of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
today. In each case the policy to be pur- 
sued by the union was determined, but 
just what course will be followed is a 
carefully guarded secret. 

The action of the national boar, itis 
believed, forestalls a strike in both dis- 
tricts, unless the operators shall yield to 
the demands of tB¥e miners. Just when 
the strike will be ordered is a part of the 
secret of the national board. In the an- 
thracite district no strike will be ordered, 
however, until the full thirty days given 
the national civic federation to arbitrate 
the @ifferences between the miners and 
operators shall have expired. 

Tt Is believed another effort will be 
made to arrange a conference between the 
miners and operators of the Virginias be- 
fore any final action shall be taken, but 
in case of failure to bring about such a 
convention, a strike is expected.

DARK RIVER 
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Famous Soldier and Statesman Dies Unexpectedly at 
Columbia, S.. C.-=In His Last Hours Thought 
He Was Leading His Legion. 


OLUMBIA, 8S. C., April 11.—(Spectal.) 

General Wade Hampton died this 

morning at 9 o’clock from valvular 
disease of the heart. He had been uncon- 
scious for several hours. 

The general had just passed ‘his eighty- 
fourth birthday. ‘I'wice this winter he 
has had attackge that have greatly weak- 
ened ‘him, but he rallied wonderfully on 
both occasions. 7 : 

Tonight every town in South Carolina 
is mourning the man, who, considering 
his combined services and achievements 
in peace as well as war, is considered the 
State's gireatest son. 

The end came somewhat unexpectedly, 
as it was only within the preceding thir- 
ty-six hours he was known to be se- 
riousiy ill. A few days ago the general, 
after rallying from an attack, was able 
to take a drive with his sons, Alfred and 
McDuffie. He drove through Main street 
and then stopped at the office of The 
State and asked to see the three Gon- 
zales brothers. He greeted them cordial- 
ly and said he had driven through the 
street to enma'‘ble the people to See there 
was yet life in him. It was his last ap- 
pearance. 

He Talked of Battles. 

The geheral’s last moments wére pain- 
less. During the ladt few days he had 
been talking constantly to long-departed 
friemis and had again led to victory the 
noble legion that foHowed him to battie 
as a veritable war god. 

General Hampton’s two sons, his sis- 
ters, his son in law, Colonel John C. 
Haskell, and Colonel Alexander €C. Has- 
kell were by his bedside when the end 
came. 

Immediately the news spread over town. 
schools were dismissed, social functions 
called off and the bells tolled. Ky noon 
the state -house and confedenite monu- 
ment were draped in black. ‘I'he 
tary of the treasury ord¢‘red the flag 
at half mast over the postoftice. and 
United States court budlding, so that all 
public edifices, United States, state, coun- 


secre- 


ty an city, showed fiags floating low. 

Strong efforts were made to get the 
family to consent to a state funeral, but 
the general’s wish was that the last 
ceremonies ghould be as unostentatious as 
possible, The burial will take piace Sun- 
day afternoon. In the meantime the body 
will lie in General Hampton's home, 
the gift of South Qsrolinans, and the 
doors will ‘be open to the public from 10 
to 2:39 Sunday. A squad of Governor's 
Guards has been detailed as a guard of 
honor. They and a detachment of veter- 
ans from Camp Hampton will act 4s a 
guard of honor about the Hiampton resi- 
dence umtil the interment. 

Proclamafion by Governor. 

The governor issued this proclamation: 

**W hereas, The Honorable Wade 
Hampton, a former governor of South 
Carolina and a United States senator, 
died at his home in Columbia this morn- 
irg, at te. minutes before 9 o'clock, full 
o: years and of honor; therefore, I, M. 
B. McSweeney, governcr of South Caro- 
lina, in recognition of his distinguished 
services to his people and his country, 
throughout his long and )@nored career, 
and in further recognition of his broad 
statesmenship and true nobility of char- 


}acter and his high patrictism and devo- 


tion to duty and his state, do request 
that on tomorrow, Saturday, all public 
offices in the state of South Carolina be 
closed, ani, as a further testimonial to 
his worth, that the flags of the state 
and of the United States be put at half 
mast on tne state capitol and all other 
public buildings in the state, and remain 
in that position until the funeral sery- 
ices are held.”’ 
Sketch of Wade Hampton. 

Wade Hampton, soldier and statesman, 
was born in Columbia, S. C., in 1818, the 
son and grandson of distinguished bear- 
erg of the same Christian name. He was 
graduated from the Uriversity of South 
Carolina, and for a short time studied 
law, but never practiced his profession. 
He was elected a member of the Icgisla- 
ture of his state, but did not serve long 
in that capacity, as his political opinions 
made him unpopular with his fellow- 
citizens. His speech against the reopen- 
ing of the slave trade was spoken of by

Persistent Reports to That Ef-

THESE REPORTS DENIED 
BY PRESIDENT SPENCER 


Movement of Some Sort Is On, How- 
ever, as Louisville and Nashville 
Continues To Be the Fea- 
ture of the Stock 
Excnange. 


New York, April 11.—Louisville and 
Nashville was the feature of today’s 
stock markel:, as it was yesterday, but 
today the rumors thet a corner had been 
arranged to squeeze shorts gave way to 
reports that the stock was being bought 
in order to secure control of the com- 
pany. The corner ttheory for the advance 
in the shares was dtssipated by a state- 
ment from President Keppler, of the stock 
exchange, to the effect that ‘““he had been 
assured that there was no intention to 
corner the Louisville and Nashvitle stock 
and that the stock would be available 
to borrowers.’’ 

Nothing was apparent today beyond 
heavy transactions in the stdck.to indi- 
cate that any one was buying for con- 
trol, and nothing could be learned ag to 
fhe identity of the supposed purchasers, 
except that the specubative world con- 
nected the movements of the stock with- 
in the last two-or Ithree days with the 
announcement mate on Monday by the 
Louisville and Nashville directors that 
the company had acquired a majority in- 
terest in the Athamta, Knoxville and 
Northern. The statement was made at 
thalt time that this purchase put the 
Louisville road into competition with the 
Southern railway between Cincinnati, 
Knoxville and Adpitasei.. 

Does Southern: Want ItP 

The Southern is a property with which 
J. P. Morgan & Co. are connected and 
today it was reported that Southefn in- 
terests desired a controlling interest in 
Louisville. ‘hese reports, however, were 
denied by Samuel Spencer, president of 
Khe Southern, who said he knew nothing 
of such intention on the part of his sub- 
ject. 

Late in the day J. S. Bache & Co. made 
public a brief ca@blegraphic correspond- 
ence which they had. with the RKoths- 
childs, of London. They announced that 
they sent the following cablegiram to the 
Rothschilds: 

‘We hear contro! of Louisville secured 
by Morgan, who bought your holdings at 
1146. Can you confirm or deny’’’ 

The reply of the Rothschilds was as fol- 
lows: 

“We have received your cauw.egram. We 
know absolutely nothing about reported 
negotiations between Morgan and Lou's- 
ville company.’’ 3 

The trading in the stock ail day was 
very active. It opened at 118, yesterday's 


close, sold down to 116 1-4 and then ad- 


vanced to 122 1-2 gatter which it receded 
again to. 120 3-8. In the afternoon the 
stock sold back te 118 5-8, rose to 120 3-4, 
reacted to 119 1-4 and closed at 119 1-8. 
The sales for the day were 156,900 shares, 
exclusive of 650,000 shares of new stock 
authorized on Monday, which has not 
been Hsted. The total issue is 550,000 
snares. 

Central of Georgia Bonds Active. 

New York, April 11.—(Special.)—The 
principal feature of the bond market 
here today was the wonderful activity 
ef the Central Railway of Georgia is- 
sues. <All of them made new high record 
prices, the consolidated 5s rising 1 point 
and the second and third incomes over 3. 
For many weeks past these bonds huve 
been adtive. western orders being espe- 
cially to the fore, but just why is not 
explained. The principal reason, how- 
ever, is that the earnings of thie road 
are excellent, and the bonds offer good 
investment. ‘I'here are Many rumors on 
the street of certain alliances with.other 
systems, but no verification of this can 
be had. AN rumors, however, lead back 
to the fact that Centtal of Georgia bonds 
are a good investment, hence the deais 
witnessed today of thousands of *ransfers, 

Choctaw Northern Wanted. 

Philadelphia, April 11.—The dtrectors of 
the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf Rail- 
road Company, the control of which is 
shortly to go into the hands of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and @Pacific Railway 
Company, decided at a meeting today to 
lay before the stockholders on May 3 a 
nhtet td to purchase the Choctaw 
Northern railroad and then @e!l it to the 
Rock Island road at a profit of $30 a 
share or the total of $16,500. This ws 
brought about by a destre of the pur- 
ehasers of the Choctaw, Oklahoma and 
Guif raflroad to obtain possession of the 
property associaked with Chomtiaw as 
well as the larger company. The Choc- 
taw Northern railroad is controlled by the 
Choctaw. Oklahoma and: Guif road. It 
{s 137 miles long and is an important 
feeder to the Chochaw road. 


BOCAS DEL TORO IN PERIL. 


Attack on Town Is “Threatened by 
the Rebels. 


Washington, April 11.—A cablegram re- 
ceived at the state department from 
United States Consul Malmrose, at Colon, 
dated last evening, states that an attack 
is threatened upon Bocas del To®, and 
suggests the presence of a war ship to 
look after American interests.

The tragedy was the result of jealousy 
on the part of Anderson, who had. been 
divorced from the woman some time ago. 
Frank «and his wife met last summer, 
their acquaintance culminating in martr- 
riage yesterday, Frank having come from 
Birmingham Sunday for the event. For 
the past few weeks Anderson Nas been 


‘threatening to kill Frank. 


Today while Frank and his wife were 
walking toward their home Anderson 
came upon them. He was greatly ex- 
cited. He took hold of the woman’s arm 
and asked her if she had married Frank. 
Being too frightened to reply, her hus- 
band said that she was his wife. 

Thereupon Anderson drew a. revolver 
and fired two shots into Frank’s breast, 
killing him. Mrs, Frank ran back to her 
mother’s house aad Anderson walked into 
town and surrendered to the police. The 
murder occurred 6 miles east from the

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MACARTHUR ON PHILIPPINES. 


General Gives Testimony Before the 
Senate Committee. 

Washington, April 11.—When General 
MacArthur resumed his testgmony be- 
fore the senate committee on the Philip- 
nines today Senator Dubois asked a 
number of questions concerning the ef- 
ficiency of Philippine labor. The general 
said there. were about 400 natives employ- 
ed in a certain corral in Manila and that 
for this work they received $15 in gold per 
month, while Americans received $40. The 
Filipinos were, he said, quite efficient 
in this work. He also expressed the opin- 
fon that the natives would be found equal 
to the task of cultivating the agricultural 
lands of the islands. 

Replying to Senator Patterson, General 
MacArthur said there were few factories 
in the islands but that he believed the 
Filipinos were capable of developing as 
artisans. ‘‘They are successful,’ he said, 
‘wherever deftness of touch is necessary. 
There is, in brief, no question of the pow- 
er of the Filipinos as a people to reach 
a high standard of development in any 
direction.”’ 

Replying to further questions from Mr. 
Patterson, the witness detailed the situ- 
ation at Manila when he arrived there 
in July, 1898. The state of amity between 
the two forces was, he said, good and 
the Filipinos evidently looked upon the 


Americans in the light of deliverers. 

The witness answered a number of 
questions relating to the firing by the 
American sentinels on a Filipino patrol 
when the first battle with the Filipinos 
began, which he said would have been 
justified under the circumstances if there 
had been no order whatever to halt. He 
gaid on the next morning he had ordered 
an advance of the American forces. 

“With the result,"” remarked Senator 
Patterson, ‘‘that 3,000 Filipinos were kill- 
ed or wounded.”’ 

“Fortunately with the result,” the wit- 
ness responded, ‘“‘that a great victory was 
won by the American army."" 


CREED REViSION COMMITTEE. 


Article on the “Grace of God” Is

DEPEW FALLS 
AND 1S SORRY 


New York Senators Bacly bashed 
by Money, Simmons and 
Blackburn, 


CHARGES AGAINST SOUTH 
ARE SHOWN 10 BE FALSE 


Blackburn’s Answer to Depew Very 
Sensational—Pointed Reference 
Is Made to Depew as the 
Senator of a Great 
Corporation.

Washington, April 11.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Chauncey Depew felt very much 
like a man who had inadvertently run 
up against a buzz saw today when Sen- 
etor Blackburn, of Kentucky, got 
through exposing the long array of mis- 
staternents concerning southern election 
methods of which the junior senator from 
New York kad been guilty. Senator De- 
pew felt badly and he looked it. The 
vigor with which his Kentucky colleague 
had assailed him was most annoying, 
particularly beczuse the Jatter'’s criti- 
cism rot only proved him ignorant Dut 
contained diplomatic suggestions that he 
had been guilty of falsehood, whether 
inteational or unintentional. In addl- 
tion to this, the rude Kentuckian hal 
spoken some very plain words about the 
ability of railroad companies, and partic- 
ularly the New York Central, to send 
representatives to the senate. 

Depew Confesses Ignorance. 

The best the New York senator could 
do in response to what was one of the: 
most sensational attacks made at this 
session was to stutter out acknowledg- 
ment of his ignorance concerning the 
facts about the Goebel law and its opera- 
tions, of which he had made such glib: 
use, and to say that he had necessarily 
got this information from the newspa- 
pers. Then he entgred Into a general 
defense of railroad employees, with 
which he clessed himself. and retired, en- 
tirely discomfited. 

Today’s sensational debate came as 
the result of Senator Depew’s reference 
to Mississippi in the remarks he made 
yesterday in support of his federal elec- 
tion law proposition. Yenator Money 
took him to task for this and, In at- 
tempting to reply, Senator Depew got 
into deeper water by criticising North - 
Carolina and Kentucky. 

Senator Simmons, of the former state, 
entered a vigorous denial against some 
of his statements in regard to North Car- 
olffia and then Senator Blackburn took 
him in hand. The Kentuckian proved 
that every assertion made by the New 
York senator with regard to the Goebel 
law and Kentucky was an absolute mis- 
statemert. Senator Hanna, who was 
seated on one of the lounges in the rear 
of the senate chamber, seemed at 
first to enjoy the discomfiture of Depew. 

Hanna Fled in Wrath.

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MORE MILITARY POWER 


So General Schofield Urges Before Senate Commit- 
tee--He Denounces Present System as Worth-. 
less and Praises Confederate System. 


ASHINGTON, April 11—The report 

of tite testimony given before the 

senate committee on military af- 
fairs by General Schofield, formerly the 
commanding general of the army, on the 
bill to create a’ general staff was mad2 
public today. He indorsed the b‘ll, saying 
that be had tong since come to the con- 
clusion that there is no room under our 
constitution for two commanders and that 
the president, whom the. censtitution 
makes the supreme commander, must ac: 
through the secretary of war. He added: 

“The very exaited individual office, so 
called, of commanding general of the 
army must disappear. He must be what 
other nations of the earth have, a chief 
of staff, not a commanding general.” 

In reply to a question by, Senator Scoti, 
calling attention to General Miles’ state- 
ment that the effect of the proposed 
Germanize and 
Itussianize the A;snerican army, General 
Schofield seid: . 

“I am not afraid of that. ‘I think we 

night Germanize other things a little 
with advantage, pcssibly. 

“If we had at the head of the army for 
years the same distinguished general, 
cther things being satisfactory, that 
would be very well; but what is the usc 
of a great general] as the nominal head of 
the army if the president will not even 
tvik to him, except “to criticise, or if the 
secretary of war and he do not even see 
each other?’ 

Not on Speaking Terms.

“I wouid make one general at the head 
of the army, and I would have three-tieu- 
tenant generals and then the prcper num- 
ber of officers in the grades under that. 
The confederates, during the civil war, 
were a great deal wiser than we were in 
that respect. ‘They were better soldiers 
and better educated and knew more about 
it They carried off. the greater propor- 
tion of the best blood that we had, to tell 
the truth, and they organized their army 
scientifically.”’ 

Congress Fountain of Error. 

Remerking upon the provisions of the 
bill for a four years term as chief of 
staff, General Schcfield opposed it as com- 
ing from that ‘fountain of error, the 
congreas of the United States, which pro- 
vides for the retirement of the very best 
men just when they come to be of the age 
when Von Moltke won his greatest tri- 
umphs. I am not superannuated yet, he 
continued, ‘and still I have been retired 
for a long time.’ — © 

He also expressed the opinion that un- 
cer the secretary of war the chief of staff 
should have charge of the Cepartments of 
supply and transportation and the signal 
corps, Which the commanding general 
dces not contrel. He also urged that un- 
der existing law the commanding gen- 
eral bas -_no real authority, and, except 
that ne is president of the board of ord- 
runce and fortificaticns, there has never 
been a law defining what his position is. 
He held that the United States and Great 
Eritain are the only important countries 
which has not a general staff. Of the 
British he said: 

“They have not any system. What we 
have is what they had a hundred years 
ago, and we have not improved on it, and 
they have not either. They have had tha 
same conflict between the horse guards 
and the war offic: in Great Britain as we 
have had here, and that will continue un- 
til by some chance a king happens to be 
a solcier and ther he will straighten it 
all out quicker than Kghtning.”’

Blackburn Lands on Depew. 

Some remarks which had been made by 
Mr. Depew concerning elections in Ken- 
tucky drew the fire of Mr. Blackburn, who 
likened Ithe New York senator to the ani- 
mal who is used as a simile when dis- 
porting himself in a china shop. 

Referring to a suggestion that Mr. De- 
‘pew had left the chamber, Mr. Blackburn 
declared that he hed left the chamber 
in the midst of replies to his remarks, 
“It ds his ®usiness to he here,” said he, 
‘if he is to ttravel a controversy which 
he invited." 

He read from the stenographic report 
of Mr. Depew’s remarks about Kentucky 
elections and declared he would offer a 
premium to anybody who would find a 
solitary statement with reference to Ken- 
tucky in the senator’s speech which was 
true. 

Mr. Blackburn entered upon an elabo- 
rate discussion of the elections and elec- 
tion laws of Kentucky, in the course of 
which he maintained that the Goebel elec- 
tion law had been sustained by the su- 
preme coum of Kentucky and he was 
willing to stand on that judgment. “He 
eaid he would not undertake to learn 
this law “at the hands of a worthy, dis- 
tinguished and conspicuous corporation 
and railroad attorney." Nobody, he said, 
had maintained ithat the Goebel election 
law was unjust or unfair. 

He said that no returning board in Ken- 
tucky ever had held that Taylor had 
been elected over Goebel, and that the 
statements of Mr. Depew were based upon 
an entire misapprehension of the fadis. 

In conclusion, Mr. Blackburn said, sar- 
castically, that he would suggest a man- 
ner in which the New York senator might 
be appeased. If the amendment was 
adopted New York might be excepted and 
then the railroads of thak state and espe- 
cially the New York Central railroad need 
net be deprived of representation in the 
senate. 

Depew for Federal Election Law. 

In a brief general reply to the criticisms 
miade of him Mr. Depew said he thought 
there ought ito be a federal election law, 
uniform in*its application to all states, so 
that the people could have assurance that 
all senators were elected by a fair and 
impartial vote. Mr. Depew said Ne was 
proud of his connection with the railroad 
interests of the country—a connection 
which, with 1,000,000 of associates, he had 
always considered honorable. He said 
he was quite ready to submit his claims 
to a seat in the senate to the electorate of 
New York state, but when his present 
term should expire, be would have reach- 
ed a period in Hfe when it was exceed- 
ingly doubtful whether he would care to 
return to the senate.

Believed He Will Be Candidate for 
Governor in Nebraska. 


HIS ATTACK ON D. B. HILL 


Leads Many To Think That Mr. 
Bryan Has an Eye on 
1904. 


Washington, April 11.—(Special.)—From 
New York comes the announcement that 
tren close to WilHam J. Bryan are in 
receipt of letters from friends in Ne- 
braska which state that Bryan is to be 
the fusion candidate for governor of that 
state this fall.

Tribune as a ‘“‘master- 
piece of logic, directed by the noblest 
sentiments of the Christian and patriot.’’ 
His early life was largely devoted to his 
plantation intercsts and to the recrea- 
ticrs of his class.- He was a superb 
rider and a famous hunter. 

When the war broke out General 
Hampton enlisted es a private soldier, 
but subsequently raiseé ‘‘Hampton’s Le- 
gion,’ which he commanded throughout 
the war, and greatly distinguished him- 
self. At Bull Run, 600 of his men gal- 
lantly held Warrenton road_= against 
Keyes’ corps. His legion guffered severe- 
ly at the battle of Seven Pines, and he 
himself was badly wounded in the foot. 
For his services on this occasion he was 
raised to the rank of brigadier genera 
of cavalry. 

At the battle of Gettysburg, Hampton 
fought. with splendid bravery and re- 
ceived three wourds: He was appointed 
major general, to date from August 3, 
1863. In June, 1864, he gave 
severe check at Treviliians Station, 
which probably saved Lynchburg. 

Took Many Prisoners. 

In twenty-three days he captured over 
3,000 prisoners and muth material of 
war, with a loss of 700 men. He was as- 
signed to Lee’s cavalry in August, and 
with the rank of lieutenant general, and 
in September attacked the rear of the 
federal army at City Point, securing 400 
prisoners, besides 2,486 beeves. About 
this time his son lost his life in battle. 
In 186 General Hampton attempted to 
arrest Sherman’s advance northward 
from Savannah. Each of these generals 
charged the other with the willful burn- 
ing of Columbia, 8. C. 

At the close of the war Hampton re- 
tired to his plantation, accepting the le- 
gitimate consequences of defeat, while 
defending the motives and conduct of 
the southern leaders. In 1866 he alluded 
to the negro ag follows: . ‘‘As a slave he 
was faithful to us; as a freeman, let us 
treat’him as a friend.”’ 

Hampton advocated a conciliatory pol- 
icy during the reyonstruction period, 
though it was received with small favor. 
In 1876 ne successfully centested an elec- 
tion for the governorship of his native 
state aguinst Daniel H. Chamberlain. In 
1875 he was elected to the United States 
ser ate. 

He had been twice married, his first 
wife being Margaret, youngest daughter 
of General Francis Preston. His second 
wife was the daughter of Senator George 
McDuffie, of South Carolina.

TIRED OF GIRL, 


HE KILLED HER 


Professor Miller Confesses 
That He Murdered Miss 
Jennett at Detroit. 


HE CLAIMS RUINED GIRL ‘ 
WAS ALWAYS CHASING HIM 


Miller Says Miss Jennett Wanted 
Him To. Leave Family and Go 
Away with Her—Refuses 
To Tell Details of 
Crime.

Detroit, Mich., April 11.—After twenty- 
four hours spent in the Grand River 
avenue police station Professor Joseph 
M. Miller broke down today and confess- 
ed that he murdered Miss Carrie M. Jen- 
nett, one of his former pupils, last Wed- 
nesday night, with the small hatchet 
which was found in his kitchen last night 
with blood stains upon it. This afternoon 
@ warrant was issued for him in the 
police court and he was arraigned there 
at 4 o'clock. He waived an examina- 
tion and was committed to jail without 
bail. Tomorrow he will be brought into 
the. recorder’s court and asked to plead 
guilty. If he does so, the self-confessed 
murderer will be on his way to the Jacks 
son penitentiary by Saturday noon to 
spend the rest of his life. 

Miller admitted that there had been il- 
licit relations between Miss Jennett and 
himself for the past two years and said 
it was the result of these relations that 
led him to kill her. She refused to go 
to a lying-in hospital, as he wished her 
to, and Wednesday night they met to 
discuss her trouble and decide on somé 


action. 
Decided To Kill, Her. 

Miller says that Wednesday afternoon 
he decided to kill her if she refused to 
Go az he wished, and he nerefore, 
carried a small hatchet with him to 
their rendezvous. They met and walk>l 
out Thirteenth street, talking it over ind 
finally sat down $n the sidewalk. Miss 
Jennett rencwed her demands that Miller 
leave the city with her. He says he told 
her that it was impossible, but she still 
insisted. 

“By that time I was pretty near 
crazy,” he said. ‘“‘The impulse seized me 
and while she was still talking I reached 
into my overcoat pocket, drew out the 
hatchet and struck her.’’ 

Describing what passed between them 
as they sat on the sidewalk in the lone- 
ly spot on Thirteenth street, Miller said: 

“She wanted me to go out of town with 
her and leave my family. She was stub- 
born. She wouldn’t agree to anything 
reasonable. 

“Sht said she would cp 18ent to but one 
thing, and that was tha: I go away with 
her. By this time I was pretty near 
crazy. The impulse seized me, and while 
she wes still talking I reached into my 
overcoat pocket, drew cut the hatchet 
and struck her.” 

‘How many times did you strike her?’’ 
he was asked. 

“I don't know,’’ answered the prisoner. 

Hatchet Suggested Murder. 

“When did you make up your mind to 
kill the girl?’’ 

‘Last Wednesday afternoon,” he an- 
swered.. ‘‘I was thinking of what. could 
be done ani of ny being *®married and 
with a family when my eye fell on the 
natchet up at the hous. It seemed to 
tell the way out of the trouble and the 
idea of killing the girl swept over me 
with irresistible force then. 

“I felt that I had to do something,”’ 
he went on, in a lower tone. “I felt that 
I had to get rid of her. She was infatu- 
ated with me, crazy afier me and con- 
tinually chased me. If I gave a concert 
anywhere she was sure to be in ths 
neighborhood.”’ 

It was impossible to induce him to go 
into details of the butchery. He told of 
putting the hatchet back in his pocket, of 
seeing his victim stretched upon the 
sidewalk in her lifeblood and then of 
his walking home by the most direct 
route, 

Reaching’ home, he said he threw the 
hatchet on the ground in the wood shed, 
that he then went in the back door of the 
kitchen, washed the blood off his hands 
at the pen stock and then going into the 
dining room greeted his wifc and Mrs. 
Shoemaker, a visitor, for whom he made 
tea and prepared a lunch, the three af- 
terwards cating and joking together.

HOAR MAKES ADVERSE REPORT 


On Bill Regarding Retrocession of 
Portion of the District. 
Washington, April 11.—Senator Hoar, 
from the committee on judiciary, today 
presented an adverse report on the Dill 
directing the attorney general to bring 
suit to. determine the constitutionality 
of the retrocession of that portion of 
the original District of Columbia, which

In his report Senator Hoar cites the 
fact that the act of retrocession w41s 
passed by congress in 1846, and that it 
was accepted by Virginia.

Manila, April 11.—Major Littleton W. 
T. Waller, of the marine corps, who is 
being tried by courtmartial on the charge 
of executing Samar natives without trial, 
addressed the court today. The major 
said he was either right or wrong in his 
actions, and added that he desired to 
cite five precedents which came under 
the head of his own case. He alluded 
to the naval battle at Santiago and the 
humanity he had shown to Spaniards 
who were captured, and said he had 
many letters from Spaniards thanking 
‘him for the kindness he had shown them. 

Continuing, the major said that in 1882 
he was with the British forces in Egypt, 
where Arabs é¢aptured pickets of the 
Bengal cavalry,. decapitated the pris- 
oners and placed their heads on poles. 
Afterwards all the Arabs who wee 
caught were shot without trial. During 
the campaign in China the Chinese mu- 
tilated the dead and tortured the wound- 
ed to death. Consequently, when a boxer 
or a fanatic was captured he was exe- 
cuted without reference. This was true 
in the case of the troops of every na- 
tion in China. It was true during the 
three weeks he commanded the Ameri- 
cans there. But the sume thing occurred 
later, when he was no longer in com- 
mand. No protest was made, and he 
had every right to believe that his acts 
were approved, so far as the American 
fcrces were concerned. He knew they 


were approved by those of other nations. . 


“It is impossible to conceive such 
treachery as that of the natives of Sa- 
mar,” said the major. ‘“‘They revel in 
blood and have/ an arpetite for wanton 
sxcrilege of the human body. These 
fiends stole Captain Cornell’s class rinz, 
filed the soldiers’ bodies with jam and 
felly and attempted to murder my com- 
mand. I shot them. I honestly thought 
then that I was right, and I believe so 
now. Neither my people nor the world 
will believe me to be a murderer.”

At -2 a. m. a message was received 
from the telegraph office at Jefferson 
City as follows: 

“Yours to A. M. Dockery, signed Folk, 

received. Messenger reports governor 
would not come to door, stuck his head 
out of second story window, asked 
‘What's wanted.’ Messenger told him 
Mature of message. He toll messenger 
to put it under door. Made no reply.” 
' At 5:50 Sheriff Dickmann told the con- 
demned boy to prepare for the march to 
the gallows. The boy walked with 
steady step and before the black cep was 
adjusted made a short speech, in which 
he declared that hé fired the shot that 
killed Roth, but that he had no other 
intention than to disarm his assailant. 
The trap was sprung and Flutcher’s neck 
was broken in the drop. A formal in- 
quest was held ard the body was turned 
over to the family, when a message was 
received at 6:35 o’clock from Governor 
Dockery, saying: 

“I have granted a respite of fifteen 
days in case of Henry Flutcher, to be 
Nnanged today.

Snub the Dispenser of 
Patronage. 


SAY HE IS NOT EITHER 
DEMOCRAT OR REPUBLICAN 


Disaffection in Hanks Over Wilson’s 
Appointment May Lose State 
Delegation at the Na- | 
tional Convention 
to Roosevelt. 


Ja6ckson, Miss., April 11.—(Spectial.) 
President Roosevelt's policy in making 
federal appointments in the south has 
been repudiated by the republican execu- 
tive committee of Mississippi and a 
deliberate snub handed out to one of 
his principal appointees. 

The matter is now an all-absorbing 
topic of discussion in political circles, 
and in some quartess is taken to mean 
that Roosevelt is quite likely to lose the 
Mississippi delegation at the next na- 
tional convention of the party. 

Contrary to the wishes of Edgar S. 
Wilson, recently apopinted as United 
States marshal and referee on federal 
patronage, Chairman James Hill, of the 
republican state executive committee, has 
appointed A. A. Edwards and Sam P. 
Hurst to fill vacancies on the committee 
caused by the death of A. M. Lea and 
Henry Griffin. A poll of the committee, 
which has been carefully made, shows 
that the appointments of the chairman 
will be indorsed at the meeting to be 
held next month. 

Wilson has ruled with a high hand as 
the new republican boss of the state and 
this is the first opportunity the regular 
organization has had to express its opin- 
ion that he is an usurper and not in har- 
mony with the main element of the party. 
He had indidrectly recommended to Chair- 
man Hill the appointment of W. F. Swann 
and M. Mulvihill to fill the vacancies on 
the committee, and the claims of these 
gentlemen, both of whom are recent ap- 
pointees of Roosevelt, were not even seri- 
ously considered by the chairman who 
cherishes a deep personal resentment 
against Wilson for influence exerted in 
setting aside party recommendations to 
the president. 

Hill has behind him practically the 
Solid backing of the executive committee 
and the old element of the party whfch 
has been built up in this state. He de- 
clares that Wilson is not a republican, 
while on the other hand it has been as 
vehemently asserted that he is not a 
democrat. Thus the republican boss, the 
pie dispenser of the party, finds himself 
in the attitude of being ‘‘neither fish, 
flesh, fowl nor good red herring.”’ 

Wilson has failed to gather around 
him the support he expected on assum- 
ing the office of federal patronage ref- 
eree. He ig backed up by certain party 
members to whom he has tendered post- 
offices, and other minor berths, but even 
in this respect his wholesale appointments 
of democrats is displeasing to the main 
faction and ‘his chances of securing a 
whip hand are decidedly slim, judging 
from the headway thus far made. 

It is openly asserted by prominent re- 
publicans that if President Roosevelt in- 
tends to force the Edgar S. Wilson- 
Booker T. Washington combination on 
Mississippi that the delegation from this 
state to the next republican convention 
will not consider the claims of Rooseyelt, 
preferring to recognize and other candi- 
date who may be offered. 

Chairman Hill has ufdertaken the work 
of reorganizing the congressional execu- 
tive committees, which is made necessary 
by the redistricting of the state at the 
recent session of the legislature, and 
county committees are requested to name 
delegates to the district meetings which 
wil] be held in eight districts on the 30th 
Oo April.

ABOUT THE SUN 


Macon People Witnessed 
Phenomenon in Heavens 
Yesterday, 


LARGE RING WITH TWO 
BRILLIANT SPOTS IN IT 


gn the Northwest These Halos Are 
Thought To Indicate That the 
Wedther Will Be Colder. 
Talks with Observer 
Weeks. 


Macon, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—The 
pcrople of Macon nad the pleasure today 
cf witnessing with much interest a phe- 
nemen?on in the heavens which was in the 
shape of a large ring of about 45 radius, 
passing through the sun and with two 
brilliant epots in its circumference, one 
On each side of the sun. Mr. Weeks, of 
the weather bureau, gives this description 
of the phenomenon: 

“It is what is called a solar halo and, ir 
§ust the form in which it occurred today, 
Je quite rare in the southeastern states. 
Farther north and northwest they are 
more frequent and in Canada ard the far 
northwest are frequently womposed pf 
quite a complicated series of circles or 
rertions of circles, sometimes as many as 
eeven. The bright spots are at the inter- 
sections of the circles and are called 
mock sums, or sun dogs. The circles are 
ceused by the reflection and refraction of 
light from the floatirg ice crystals that 
form the thin upper clouds that we often 
Bfe. When these crystals are of about the 
same Size and float susrended in the air 
in q@ similar marrer to each cther, the 
result is a solar helo or a lunar halo. ac 
cording to whichever orb may be shin- 
ing. The t>mperature of the air is one 
degree lower for every 13 feet that we 
rise, so that, even in the summer, the 
¢t@mperature at the level of the highest 
clouds is freezing. These halos have no 
particular meaning in regard to weather 
changes except that tney are more likely 
to occur in cold weather, but, in the 
nerthwest, it is often thought that they 
indicate that colder weather is approach- 
ing.”’

EXCITEMENT: AT COLUMBUS. 


Sun Had Two Satelites, One on Either 
Side of It. 

Columbus, Ga., Aprtl 11.—(Special.)—An 
unusual] phenomenon was the occasion of 
considerable excitement among Columbus 
people at 7:% o'clock this morning. Ac- 
cording to the sdiatements of many peo- 
ple who were up at that hour the eun 
appeared to have two satelites, one on 
either side, and both appearing somewhat 
emaller than the sun itself. ‘he morning 
was a rather hazy one, and (the three halls 
of fire in the eastern horizon caused ex- 
citement and wonder among white people 
and consternation among many negroes. 

Many negroes ran into tne streets de- 
claring that the judgment day had come. 

The phenomenon lasted, i is stated, for 
about thirty minutes and its strange ap- 
pearance was heightened by a peculiar 
‘fooking ratnbow that was about the sun 
land satelites in the form of a crescent. 
"The smoke hung heavy over the city this 
‘morning as a result of last night’s fire, 
‘and whether this occasioned an optical 
‘delusion, pure and simple, is a matter for 
ippeculation.

Cumbena, Labor Leader at Savannah, 
Against Library Proposition. 


Savannah. Ga., April 11.—(Special.)— 
Jdames Cumbea, a laboring man, who is 
eycken of as a candidate for the legisla- 
ture, made a speech tonight before a 
political gathering that dealt largely with 
the proposition to establish a free library 
in Savarnah with funds received from 
Andrew Carnegie. The speaker made a 
fierce attack on Mré Carnegie. He opp*sed 
the library plan and recalled the Home- 
stead troubles, when ‘Pinkerton men 
were called in by Carnegie to shoot down 
men Who were standing fer what they 
theugnt was right; when women were 
made widows and placed in destitute cir- 
cumstances,” 

‘ihe speaker declared that the money 
that Carnegie is spending for public li- 
Lreries is the ‘‘blood, prosperity. and hap- 
piness of thousands from whom he took 
it and to whom it rightfully belongs.’’ He 
eaid that if Carnegie desires to do the 
pioper thing he should turn over $75,000 
to representatives of this coramunity for 
the establishment of a rcformatory rather 
than a free library.

Amounts of Pelicies Held by the 
Owners ef Property. 


IRON WORKS 470 BE REBUILT 


Central Road Is Busy Putting Up 
New Trestle for the Mobile and 
Girard—Loss of Property 
Amounts to About 


$225,000. 


Columbus, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—It is 
understood that the burned portion of the 
Columbus Iron Works will be rebuilt. No 
definite statement to this effect has been 
authorized, but the investment is so large 
and the business is so. well organized 
that the idea of retiring would hardly 
be considered Besides, the company 
has still standing of its works a large 
new foundry and a new plow handle fac- 
tory, which escaped uninjured. It has 
hardly $100,000 insurance. 

The directors held a meeting this after 
noon and discussed the situation, but gave 
out nothing for publication as to their 
immediate plans. The company was Or- 


. ganized in 1856, and has met with tre- 


mendous success, shipping ice machines, 
plows, patterns, etc., throughout the 
south and to a number of foreign coun- 
tries. During the civil war the plant 
turned out gun boats for the confeder- 
acy. 

While hundreds have visited the smok- 
ing ruins today, no serious accident has 
eccurred since the one late last night, in 
which Will Norman, a negro, was killed 
by a falling wall. 

The Central of Georgia Railway Cofa- 
pany is busily engaged today in rebuild- 
ing the Mobile and Girard trestle, which 
was totally destroyed in last night’s fire. 
With characteristic’ energy Superinten- 
dent Johnson had a force of men and 
material on hand by day break this morn- 
ing, and a considerable portion of the 
trestle, which forms the approach to the 
steel bridge across the river, has been 
rebuilt today. The entire trestle will 
have been replaced in a day or two. Pas- 
sengers are being transferred. 


Insurance on the Property. 

The property destroyed was valued in 
the neighborhood of $225,000. It was about 
half insured. The insurance was divid- 
ed among the following agencies: 

Aetna, $12,000; Georgia Home, $10,000; 
Hartford, $9,500; Commercial Union, $8,000; 
Palatine, -$6,000; Sun, of New Orleans, 
$3,500: Queen, $5,000; Northern, $5,000; Nor- 
wich Union, $5,000; Royal, $2,500; Orient, 
$2,500 and the Rochester German, $2,500. 
This makes a total of $71,500 carried with 
the Willcox agency on the plants which 
were consumed in the conflagration. 

Besides this amount the above firm car- 
ried insurance on a small dwelling be- 
longing to the company amounting to $250. 

With Newman & Hill the following 
companies are interested: 

Fireman’s Fund, $7,500; Phoenix, of Lon- 
don, $7,500 and the Western, $5,000, mak- 
ing a total of $20,000. 

The Columbus Iron Works Company also 
hold a policy with A. O. Blackmar, who 
represents the London and Lancaster 
Company, for $5,000 in that company. 

J. Friedlander & Co.,° whose bagging 
mill, situated in the southeast corner of 
the Webster warehouse, was burned, held 
the following policies in the companies 
of the Willcox agency. 

Hartford, $500, Palatine, $1,500 and the 
American Central, $1,000, 

With the Harris & Howard agency the 
following: St. Paul, $2,000 and the West- 
chester $400. 

With the Newman & Hill agency the 
following: Western, $1,000. 

This makes a total of $6,400. One of 
Mr. Friedlander’s policies with the Har- 
ris & Howard agency, amounting to $1,000, 
was delivered to him yesterday afternoon 
at 6 o'clock.

RECEIVER MADE PERMANENT. 


Judge Barrow Places Assets, of Anvil 
in Hands of Morris. 

Savannah, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)—The 
Anvil, ithe mutual life and accident in- 
surance company which was placed in *.4: 
hands of a temporary receiver a few days 
ago by Judge Barrow, on petition of 
claimants for unpaid death claims, had 
its assets today placed permanently in the 
hands of John Morris, tne tormer tempo- 
rary receiver. 

In his order Judge Barrow gave as his 
reasons for the appointment of the per- 
manent receiver that under the facts in 
the case he did not see how any other 
adequate remedy could be provided for 
the protection of the claimants of the un- 
paid death claims, and that he considered 
a permanent receiver necessary in order 
that the claimanits might recover their 
proportion of the assets of the company.

Our Primary System. 

The rapid, orderly and satisfac- 
tory way in which the county prima- 
ry of Thursday was conducted em- 
phasizes once more the great advan- 
tages of the system. Those who were 
familiar with the old days, when nom- 
inations were made in the voluntary 
fashion and without legal regulation, 
are enthusiastic in their praise of the 
present system which was originated 
and brought to its largest excellency 
in this city. Other cities of Georgia 
have since adopted the plan with more 
or less success. If, however, it. is 
given a fair trial anywhere, it will 
produce equally’ satisfactory results 
as those which are obtained in this 
city. 

It is especially desirable in these 
southern communities, where a nomi- 
nation by democrats is the equivalent 
of election at the subsequent regular 
polling, that such nominations should 
be made with every guarantee of or- 
der and fairness. They should also be 
regulated so that they may not be 
manipulated by bosses, or in the in- 
terests of cliques and rings within the 
party. When they are given such or- 
ganization as will guarantee that the 
rights of every voter entitled to partic- 
ipate in them will be represented they 
will obtain and hold the public confi- 
dence and cooperation. 

The provisions that require an Aus- 
tralian ballot supplied in official form 
by the executive committee, and only 
obtained by the voter on his admis- 
sion to the pooling booth, together with 
the arrangements by which he may 
prepare bis ballot in private, are inno- 
vations upon the old method of voting 
that are very acceptable to the honest 
and quiet citizen. When to these are 
added the prohibitions upon the use 
of money, liquors, hired carriages and 
htred workers, the advantages of the 
present over the old system are so 
manifest as to win the approval of all 
good men. 

Of course, perfection is not claimed 
for the system and there are incident- 
al details which might be improved 
upon with reforms suggested by expe- 
rience. Doubtless these will come in 
due season, and before many years we 
will have a law regulating primaries 
throughout the state that will be so 
eminently fair and obtain such relia- 
ble execution as to make the voting in 
nominations a pleasant privilege rath- 
er than a disgusting experience which 
SO Many men are tempted to avoid. 

We can heartily commend the opera- 
tions of the Atlanta primary system to 
our sister counties and cities, satis- 
fied that in the long run it will work 
for them as it has for us, with pleas- 
ing and reputable results.

The Frost of 1849. 


Editor Constitution: I notice some persons 
are differing as to the time of the big frost 
and freeze of 1849. 

I am not as old as some men, but remem- 
ber the occasion perfectly. The snow fel) Sun- 
day, Apri] 15, it being Easter Sunday nigh*, 
and for four or five nights following there 
was heavy frost and plenty of ice. The freeze 
Was so severe that all the thim bark trees 
were killed, some with trunks as big as a 
man’s body. 

The day before the snow I remeamber on re- 
turning from church with my father and moth- 
er, who had a couple of preachers going home 
with them to spend the night, passing a field 
of wheat. They were noticing it, and remarked 
that the wheat would be nearly ready to cut 
by May |. It was then heading out. If per- 
sons will go back to their old calendars they 
will find Easter Sunday came that year on 
Aprij 15. I then lived in what is now Daw- 
son county, Ga. J. C. HENDRIX. 


Editor Constitution: Messrs. Bennett, Hall, 
Hood and Burt are all wrong. In April, 1849, 
I was living in Lawrenceville, Ga., and re- 
member the incidents to.which they allude as 
distinctly, almost, as if they had happened 
the past week, 

On Sunday afternoon, April 15, a group of 
young men. were sitting on the veranda of 
Judge N, L. Hutchins’ office, which was then 
on the south side of the street. There had been 
a drizzle of rain all day, and in the afternoon 
the weather commenced ‘getting colder and 
there was a light fall of snow, which we no- 
ticed particularly as it descended upon the 
Breen and juxuriant grass that covered the 
court lawn square. The wind shifted during 
the night, and on Monday morning was blow- 
ing cold from the northwest. It was cloudy, 
cold and windy all day Monday until late in 
the afternoon, when it calmed down and the 
clouds disappeared. It remained intensely cold, 
however, and the next morning, Tuesday, the 
17th, there was a big white frost that killed 
cotton, corn, wheat and garden truck, all of 
which was well advanced. 

Bill Arp was residing in the town at that 
time and I have been expecting to see some- 
thing from him on this subject. But he had 
been very recently married, and may have 
been on a wedding tour, or too much occupied 
in attentions to his young bride to heed weath- 
er indications. There are probably others in 
Lawrenceville who would doubtless confirm 
my account.

[HOW CLARKE FOUGHT HIS WAY 
TO THE UNITED STATES SENATE 


Characteristics of Man Who Defeated Chairman 


Jones in Arkansas--Clarke Belongs to Militant 
Order of Politicians--Remarkable Career. 


Littls Rock, Ark., April 11.—(Special.)— 
James P. Clarke, recently nominated by 
the democrats of Arkansas at a primary 
election as the candidete of that party 
fcr United States senator to succeed 
James K. Jcnes, since 196 chairman cf 
the democratic national committee, is 
much less known to the public outside 
of his own state than his ability and 
force of character entitle him ‘o. It may 
be truly saii of him that his greatest 
Strength is due ‘to the enemies he has 
made.’’ Hjs strongest characteristics are 
that he has never humitiated himself by 


rever made a promise of reward to nis 
staunchest supporter to gain his support; 
that he has never scught to conciliate an 
enemy, end has always fought. corrupti mn 
whether in high or low places. 

His political record in the state of 
Arkansas will bear out fully every one 
of these statements. 

He came to this state from Yazoo 
City, Miss., shortly after his graduation 
from the University of Virginia, locating 
at Helena, Phillips county, and engaging 
ir the practice of law. Helena and that 
county is still one of the old-fashioned 
southern places whose politics is con- 
trolled by some few of thé .old families. 
Governor Clerke sought at once political 
power, but, instead of seeking it through 
the reguiar recognized channels, de- 
manded it on his cwn merits. He asked 
no one’s permission to become a candi- 
— and sought no one’s aid by prom- 
ses. 


He Fought the Machine. 

The oligarchy in control of affairs made 
fun of the interloper, and his ambition 
was buried that year, as the reigning 
dynasty supposed, too deep to be ever 
resurrected, unless he would sue for 
peace and recognize the “powers that 
be.”” Instead of seeking the aid of the 
machine, he determiged to smash it, and 
two years later, in 1884, such was his 
organizing ability, his dauntless courage 
and fearless energy, he succeeded in his 
efforts, and the all-powerful machina, 
which had absolutely controlled the po- 
litical affairs of Phillips county for gen- 
erations, was routed and James P. 
Clarke recognized as a foe worthy of 
any man’s steel. In 1886 he was tri- 
umphantly elected to the lower house of 
the Arkansas legislature. Although prac- 
tically unknown to the politicians of the 
state, he became in iess than a month 
its recognized leader. His efforts were 
devoted almost exclusively to fighting 
the all-powerful lobby and _ oorruption 
in every form. In 1888 he was elected to 
the state senate, where he at once be- 
came the most prominent figure in it, 
being elected its presiding officer in 1891. 
There, as in the house, he paid but 
little attenticn to the minor proceedings, 
but devoteG himself almost exclusively 
to the more important affairs of taxation 
and regulation of corporations and ex- 
posing corruption. The lobby by that 
time had learned that he was its ablest 
foe and, Knowing his’ incorruptibility, 
fought him with all means in its power. 
His fearlessness and versonal courage 
wes a shield of protecticn to bim, as ao 
cne dared to attack him for fear that 
he would immediately expose him and 
call a thief a thief and be ready to take 
the cousequerces. He g2rtured the enact- 
ment of several laws of tmportance in 
spite of the efforts of the lobby, among 
them the collection of back taxes from 
r2ilroaeés, which at once secured over 
$400,000 to the treasury of the state. 

His greatest political schievement was 
the enactment of the present election 
law,’ which has sirce served as a mode] 
for the Goebel law in Kentucky and the 
Nesbit law ‘n Missogri. 

Strikes Straight from Shoulder. 

In 1892 he announced himself as a can- 
didate for attorney general. The corpo- 
rate interests at once recognized the im- 
portance of defeating him for that p»st- 
tion, where he could do them so much 
harm, but infspite of all their efforts 
he sezured the nominaticn by an over- 
whelming majority An incident of the 
campaign will show the man. Pulaski 
county, of which Little Rock is the coun- 
tv geet. had the largest representation in 
the democratic conventicn. and it was 
thought upon. its vote in the state con- 
vention depended the nomination of the 
candidate for atto>ney general. Having 
been invited to eddr2ss a democraiic 
club, he accepted and faced one of the 
largest au‘liences that had ever greet- 
ed a candidate in that city. The lobby- 
ists aS well <s the friends of the corpo- 
rate interests were out in full force to 
witness his humiliation, as it was gener- 
ally conceded that he had no earthly 
chanc? to carry the county and he had 
frankly admitted it. 

Instead of appealing for votes and flat- 


esking a favor of any one; that he aas|

tering his audience, his opening sentence 
was as follows: 

“I am not here to ask for votes in 
my race for office. I know that you 
people are absolutely under the influ- 
ence of the lobbyists, the corporations, 
the bribe givers and the bribe takers, 
and dare not vote your own gentiments, 
but only those of your masters, whose 
eollars you wear. If I have to be elected 
by such influences I'd spurn the office, 
for they might think I am under obliga- 
tions to them for their support, and my 
intentions are, if elected to this position, 
to prosecute them for every unlawful 
act they have ever committed, unless 
barred by the statute of limitations. [ - 
want no county to vote for me that Is 


! controlled by such scoundrels, and there- 


fore do not expect nor ask for the vote 
of Pulaski county, as long as it is con- 
trolled by these thieves. I am here only 
in response to your invitation to tell you 
what demogracy means, and you may 
then vote as you/ please, or as your 
masters direct.’’ 

There was no humifilation for James 
P. @larke at that meeting, and who 
the county primaries were held Clarke 
carried the county in spite of the bosses, 


| as he had Phillips county eight years 


before. 
His Career as Governor. 

His official acts as attorney general 
were of such a nature that in 1894 he 
was nominated for governor with prac- 
tical unanimity, although opposed by 
one who had been prominent in the 
councils of the party, had been speaker 
of the lower house and had an enviable 
record as a soldier of the confederaky. 
He served ag governor one term, de- 
clining a renomination. Hfs actions as 
gcvernor met the highest expectations 
of his friends, and never did he fall 
to look after the best interests of the 
state. His hatred for corruption led 
him to denounce the action, or rather 
non-action, of the majority of the legis- 
lature in matters of great importanc@ 
in the interest of the masses, as having 
been caused by the lavish use of money. 
In 189% he announced himself ag a candi- 
date for United States senator against 
Senator Jones, but the Jones-Berry al- 
liance, which at that time controlled all 
the federal offices in the state, under 
Cleveland's second administration, was 
tco strong, and he was defeated. 

He thereupon commé@heced to organize 
for this year’s struggle. Without any 
Official position, with no prospects io 
ever reward his friends, his personality 
and extraordinary ability enabled him 
to obtain almost absolute control of the 
masses of his party. When in 1900 the 
democratic state convention met to se- 
lect delegates to the Kansas City con- 
vention he had fully two-thirds of the 
delegntes for him for anything he waht- 
ed. The first blow ‘struck to the Jones- 
Rerry senatorial ¢ombine was the defeat 
of their candidate for member of the 
national committee, who in this state 
is elected by the state convention, and 
his own election to that position. To» 
the close observer this foretold the resu't 
of this year, but he took no chances. 
His organization was not only kept up, 
but extended until it practically included 
the entire element of ‘yeyng men who 
have grown up since the close of the 
civil war. 

Leader at the Bar. 

As a lawyer he stands in thé front 
ranks of the profession. He grasps 
every question at once and is never 
caught napping. He is a hard student, 
discriminating in his selection, and 
knowledge once acquired by h!m is never 
forgotten. In politics he pursues the 
Same course as in his profession. He 
never attempts to discuss a question 
until he has mastered the subject fully, 
and never overlooks the smallest detall. 
He is a man who can control others by 
sheer magnetism and transcendant abil- 
ity. His bitterest enemies concede to 
kim ability, physical as well as moral 
courage, and strict honesty. He hates 
a coward, a liar and a dishonest man, 
and never enters into a compromise with 
any of that class. He is quick-tempered, 
and his passion is easily aroused, but he 
bas. the instincts of the gentleman too 
fully developed to do &nything ungentle- 
manly. He is unforgiving to an enemy, 
but loyal to a friend. He is dignifted, 
yet friendly. In the senate he will rank 
with the best. He will not join with 
the grabbers, but wili devote his time 
to the careful study of the great ques- 
tions before that body. His speeches 
will not only be well prepared, but will 
be ‘those of a statesman. In lesg than 
two years he will be recognized as one 
of the great men in that body, and many 
predict that the south will have another 
John C. Calhoun in the senate in the 
person of the junior senator from Ar.- 
kansas.

DEATH CLAIMS 
CAPT. T. B, NEAL 


ProminentCitizenand Banker 
Died Yesterday Morn- 


ing. 


FUNERAL SERVICES SUNDAY 
AT FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH 


Captain Neal Had Been in Ill Health 
for Nearly a Year—He Moved 
to Atlanta in 1885 and Or- 
ganized Neal Loan and 
Banking Co. 
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After a long illness, during which time 
he raified on several occasions, Cap- 
tain T. B. Neal died at 7:45 o'clock 
yesterday morning at his residence, 711 
Peachtree street. 

"Captain Neal had been in bad health 
for nearly a year and best June it was 
thought that he could not live. A natu- 
rally robust constitution, however, ‘pulled 
him through what seemed a fatal Kiness 
and he was enabled to resume his busi- 
ness duties as president of the Neal Loan 
and Banking Company. Several other at- 
tacks followed his first illness of last 
June, but from each of these he ratied. 
Only a few days ago he was out driving 
and while he looked far fom well he 
seemed to be in excellent spirits and there 
was little to indicate that the end was 
BO near. 

Three days igo Captain Neal grew 
worse and was compelled to remain in 
bed. From that time he sank rapidly and 
it was seen by his family and his at- 
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CAPTAIN T. B. NEAL,

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tending physicians that death was only a 
Matter of a very short time. On Wed- 
nesd.y night it was thought that he could 
not possibly live to see another day, but 
his wonderful vitality pulled him through 
amj he lingered between life and death al] 
day Thursday with the fitful spark of 
life momentarily flickering. Early Friday 
morning he ‘breathed his last. 

The funeral services will be conducted 
at 3:30 o'clock Sunday afternoon from the 
First Baptist church. Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum will conduct ithe services andj the 
interment wil] take place in the family lot 
in Oakland cemetery. 

In the death of Captain Neal] Atlanta 
has lost a splendid, upright, public-spir- 
ited citizen who was always foremost in 
the city’s affairs and did much to her up- 
building. In every movement looking to 
the betterment of the city, Captain Neal 
was always ready and willing to devote 
his time and money, liberally and there 
were few public enterprises where his ad- 
vice was not sought. In private life he 
wes quiet and unassuming to a rare de- 
gree and shunned politics or anything 
that savored of publicity. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Captain T. B. Neal was the son of the 
late John Neal, one of Atlanta’s fore- 
most citizens in the pioneer days. The 
elder Neal was @ man of prominence and 
amassed quite a fortune. He lived to the 
ripe old age of 92 and his death removed 
a conspicuous landmark. One of the old- 
eat, and, at the time it was built, hand- 
somest residences in the city, the annex 
to the Girls’ High school on Washington 
street, was built by John Neal. It was 
one of the few buildings left standing by 
Sherman afer the burning of Atlanta, 
It was used as headquarters by the fed- 
eral officers. 

When quite young Captain Neal went 
to Louisiana and embarked in business. 
At the outbremk of ‘the war he entered 
Forrest's cavalry and served the confed- 
eracy with bravery and distinction. After 
the war he returned to Loulsiana and 
resumed his mercantile ‘business. 

In 1885, at the death of his father, Cap- 
tain Neal moved to Atlanta ‘and organized 
the NeaJ Loan and Banking Company, one 
of the most prosperous banking institu- 
tions ir the city. Since ts organization 
he has remained at the executive head. 

During his residence in Atlanta, Captain 
Neal was identified with many important 
movements—among others the Cotton 
States and International exposition, of 
which he was a director. For two years 
he was the president of the Aitlanta cham- 
ber of commerce. 

Captain Neal was twice married. He is 
survived by his wife, wno was formerly 
Mre. Ida F. Rutland, and his cnly living 
child by his first wffe, Mrs. Lee Douglas, 
of Atlanta; Mrs. FE. H. Thernton and 
Mrs. L. N. Pittmam, his sisters, all of At- 
lanta, and a haif-sister, Mrs. Mary A. 
Murrell of California. He was the last 
male descendant of John Neal, his two 
brothers having been killed when very 
young men during the war.

ESTILL TAKES CAMPAIGN — 
INTO NORTHERN COUNTIES 


Says Things Are Going His Way and He Expects to 
Win--Knowles to Run in Floyd-=A Novel 
Campaign Method. 


OLONBL J. H. ESTILL, the south 

Georgia candidate for governor, 
passed through Atlanta last night on his 
way to Brunswick, where he will meet 
the people of Glynn county today. 

Colonel Estill has been doing a good 
deal of active campaigning during the 
last few weeks, and in that time has 
done considerable jumping around over 
the state. On Monday he was at Baxley, 
in Appling county, where the city court 
was in session. From there he jumped 
to Burke county on Tuesday, while on 
Wednesday he reached the northern part 
of the state, appearing at Cartersville, 
in Bartow county, on Wednesday. Thurs- 
day Colonel Eatill spent at Dalton, in 
Whitfield céunty, and yesterday he met 
the people of Murray courty, coming 
south last night to reach Brunswick this 
morning. 

“I have had a decidedly active week 
of it,’’ said Colonel Bstill to a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution, “and 
wherever I have been I have found my 
prospects good and growing better. I 
am satisfied this is true of the sections of 
north Georgia, with the possible excep- 
tion of Bartow county. My friends 
think Mr. Guerry will carry Bartow 
county, and the indications seem to me 


to be that way. 

“TI have been struck with the fact that 
the confidence of the friends of Mr. Ter- 
rell is not near so great as it was. I 
feel that I am fully as strong as Mr. 
Terrell up in this section of the state, 
end the indications appear to me to be 
that Mr. Guerry is considerably stronger 
than some of his opponents are willing 


to admit.”’ 

Colonel Estill sala he was In splendid 
health, with the exception of a cold 
caught by changing his sleeping quarters 
so often. He said he had slept in four- 
teen different beds cr berths in as many 
nights. He said, however, that he had 
gained 7 pounds since he began cami- 
paigning and expected to tip the beam at 
24) pounds before the frolic !s over. 

“Georgia is not only a great state,” 
said Colonel Estill, “but it is a big one, 
and to visit its 187 counties requires more 
time than the average candidate has to 
give, or rather thar is given unto him. 
I have, so far, visited forty-six or forty- 
seven countics, and it hag been about 
all I could do to get around among these. 
But I hope to make the number over a 
hundred before the primary. I am try- 
ing to take fn all the counties excepting 
those which Mr. Terrell or Mr. Guerry 
have beyond a doubt. It is not neces- 
sary for me to say that little 120 coun- 
ties for Terrell’ story is a myth. If he 
gets half that number he will do well. 

“Of course, there is nothing sure in 
this world but death and taxes, and no 
one can predict what the verdict of the 
people will be in a three -cornered contest 
‘ke this for the governorship, but I feel 
confident that I, shall win. South. Geor- 
gia is solidly for me, and I am very 
much pleased with the way things. are 
going all over the state.” 


Hon. W. A. Knowles, of Floyd county, 
has given his friends to understand that 
he will be in the race for reelection to 
the legislature this vear. The race in 
Floyd hag not assumed definite shape as 
yet, but prospective candidates are be- 
ginning to be talked about, and the in- 
dications are that there will be several 
of them before the voting time comes. 

What sort of an issue the dispensary 
question will be in Floyd remains to be 
seen. That question has been settlad 
temporarily at least, and it may be that 
it will not cut so much figure as some 
suppose. Hon. Seaborr Wright, a mem- 
ber of the present legislature, has statod 
to friends that he did not expect to be 
in the race this year. There are some, 
however, who th:nk he may yet change 
his mind and get into the fight. 

At any rate, there is little doubt that 
Mr. Knowles will be a candidate. Mr. 
Knowles, as ig well known, is editor and 
proprietor of The Rome Tribune. He 
was one of the leading workers in the 
present legislature, having been quite 
attentive to important committee inves- 
tigations, and at the close of the last 
session he was appointed a member of 
the special depot committee, upon whicn 
will probably devolve the building of a 
new passenger depot on the state’s prop- 
erty in this city.

Negro Sentenced to Death Is Respited 
Until Commission Can Act. 


LIFE CONVICT IS HAPPY 


Boston’s Sentence Cut Down from 
Life to Ten Years—Other Con- 
victa Pardoned. 


Governor Candler yesterday acted on @ 
number of recommendations of the prison 
commission granting pardons and com- 
mutations of sentence in some instances 
and in others refusing them. 

Andrew Jackson, colored, who was to 
have been hanged in Quitman county on 
Tuesday, was granted a respite of thirty 
days in.order that his attorneys might 
have time to take his case before the 
prison commission for a heating. He 
was convicted of murder and sentenced 
to death. A number of prominent citl- 
zens of Quitman county have ittaken an 
interest in his case. 

Another convict made happy was Mills 
Boston, of Bibb county. He was con- 
victed of the murder of his wife and 
sentenced to serve for life in the peniten- 
tlary. It appears that his wife was killed 
in @ negro fight, and according to. the 
evidence there was some doubt as to 
whether he really did the killing. He 
gave himself up promptly afterwards, 
and it seemed that if he did kill the wom- 
an, i was rather by accident. Governor 
Candleg commuted this sentence to ten 
years’ actual service. As he went to the 
penitentiary in 184 he has about three 
more years to serve. 

John S. Sutherland, who was sentenced 
to serve fifteen years for rape, having 
been sentt. up from Richmond county in 
1897, was pardoned. The presiding judge 
stated that there was always a doubt in 
his mind as to whether Sutherland was 
guilty of the crime charged. 

Charles Daniel, sent up for six years 
from Greene county in 1898 for voluntary 
manslaughter, had his sentence com- 
muted ito present service. 

A. A. Pullen, who was sentenced in 
the Dublin city court in September, 1901, 
to pay a fine of $800 or serve twelve 
months in the chaingang, was pardoned, 

Governor Candler, on recommendation 
of the prison commission, refused execu- 
tiye clemency in the following cases: Ed 
Crawford, Bibb county; Joha Free, Bar- 
tow -county; Charley Hudson and Bud 
Willis, of Fulton county, and Green 
Zachry, of Hockdale county.

000 bales, an increase over the same days 
year before last of 20,000 and a decrease un- 
der the same time in 1899 of 9,000. 

For the eleven days of April the totals show 
a decrease umder last year of 75,000, an in- 
crease over the same period year before last 
of 50,000 and a decrease uncer 1899 of 37,- 
000 


For the 223 days of the season that have 
elapsed the aggregate is ahead of the 223 
days of last year 326,000, ahead of the 
same days vear before last of 1,019,000, and 
behind 1899 by 849,000. 

The amount brought into sight during the 
pest week has been 92 242, against 122,- 
406 for the seven days ending this date last 
year, 72,672 year before last and 101,566 
the same time in 1899, and for the seven 
days of April it has been 141,766, against 
216,721 last year, 91,417 year before last 
and 178,934 the same time in 1899

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 

New York, April 11.—The fears of a corner 
in Louisville and Nashville were somewhat 
abated today, which seemed to be the prin- 
cipal factor in the tendency toward recevery 
in the market.-Speculative sentiment showed 
itself sensitive, however, fo the movements in 
Louisvilie and Nashville. Thus, when very 
large buying appeared in other parts of the 
market, and when Louisville and Nashville 
ran under off to 1% under last night there was 
a prompt rally elsewhere in the market. This 
s€e-saw process was more or less conspicuous 
ali day, espeeially at periods when. Louisville 
was particularly active. The market for the 
stock continued very feverish on an enormous 
volume of dealings, but the fluctuations were 
by no means so wild as yesterday. There were 
indications that the money powers back of 
the movement were disposed to handle it more 
tenderly out of consideration for the effect 
upon the rest of the market. The stock touch- 
ed 122% at the top and closed with a net 
Bain of 1%. <As fer Southern Railway, it 
fell back to a position uniform with a num- 
ber of other active etocks in the market and 
moved narrowly. .The strength which the mar- 
ket showed as a whole was by no means uni- 
versal or evenly distributed. The government 
crop report caused some depression here and 
there amongst the Grangers, which was over- 
come. Amalgamated Copper was consistently 
Strong and rose nearly 3 points at the last. 
The return to the city of one of the princi- 
pal stockholders and directors was imputed 
as the cause of the movement. Chicago, In- 
dianapolis and Louisville ran off snarply 5 
points on the declaration of only | per cent 
dividend, as there had been hopes of a more 
liberal distribution. The stock made a fever- 
ish recovery of part of its decline. The Unit- 
ed States Steel stocks were heavy on rather 
free selling, attrituted to dissatisfaction with 
the bond issue and the large proportion of the 
cash to be realized, which will go to the bank- 
ers as commission. The generally credited re- 
port that the purchase of the Choctaw, Okla- 
homa and Gulf was in the fnterest of Rock Is- 
land was followed by a 2% point rise in that 
stock, but the dealings were merely nominad 
and the gain was wiped out. American Cot- 
ton Oil, Internationay Power, North Ameri- 
can, Michigan Central and Westinghouse Elec- 
tric made gains of nearly 3 points or upward. 
Some of the buying of the day was based on 
the prospect that the bank statement tomorrow 
will show an improved condition by the clear- 
ing house institutions. The expectation is gen- 
eral that the banks will show a contraction 
of loans, as loans in the stock market have 
been called during the week. The action of 
the treasury department in increasing depos- 
its with national banks upward of $4,000,- 
O00, with the agsurance of further monthly 
increases in proportion, had a favorable ef- 
fect upon sentiment, although there was no 
immediate result apparent. The peace rumors 
from London were practically ignored.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED 


Chicago, April |1.—Conflicting interpretations 
put on the government crop report of the con- 
dition of winter wheat on April | set grain 
speculators to guessing today, and resulted 
in active and irregular markets. In the end 
the bulls easily prevailed, and, alded by @ rap- 
idly developing bullish situation for corn in 
} the southwest, everything ruled firm. May 
wheat closed %@%c up, May corn 4@%sc high- 
er, and May oats unchanged. Provisions clos- 
ed a shade to 5c higher. 

Prices in wheat had a good upturn early ase 
a result of the crop report and strong cables, 
the latter probably reflecting the foreign inter- 
pretation in the crop report. Traders had ex- 
pected a bearish report yesterday, but the curb 
action thhad prepared them for an early bulge. 
May started %@%c higher at 72%@72%c, but 
as is customary on report days, the crowd 
sold and May dipped to 71%c, Speculation was 
rife as to just what way to take the report. 
The department set the April position at 78.7, 
compared with 91.7 a year ago, the lowest 
condition with three exceptions in fifteen years. 
The best yield suggested by the report was 
415,000,000. The department did not revise 
its figures on the acreage from the previous 
estimate in December of 32,000,000 acres. 
The department, however, promised to revise 
the acreage May |, and with the knowledge 
that Kansas has plowed up 1,080,000 acres, 
and the probability of at least half as much 
more in Texas and Oklahoma, traders figured 
that probably the acreage harvested this year 
would exceed only by a small margin that 
of a year ago. If the acreage is brought down 
to last year’s level the yleld suggested by the 
raport would be only about 365,000,000 bush- 
els. This is evidently the interpretation put 
on the report by the country. After the early 
selling by the trade, who followed custom of 
twenty years and tried to knock down the 
price, a real bull market started. The out- 
side markets had held to the bullish opinion, 
cash wheat had worked into a better posi- 
tion, and the crowd that was carried short 
early hurried to cover. Duluth reported a good 
demand for both Duluth and Manitoba wheat 
for export, with 25 loads sold, the seaboard 
took 9 loads and Chicago worked 43 loads, 
Corn developed independent strength and help- 
ed the-upturn. The professionals had to come 
into the bull line, and the result was a spurt 
of May up to 73c. This figure netted good 
profits to the bulls, who have consistently 
bought since low May prices and consequent- 
ly there was free liquidation late that took 
off some of the gain. Receipts continved very 
smal!, and :@ade one of the’ factors in the 
advance. There was greater interegt in 
market than for some time §u:st. 
close May was firm \4@%c higner at 
72%c. Local receipts were 12 cars, none of 
contract grade. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported 185 cars,’ or a total for the three points 
of 197, against 737 last week and 231 a year 
ago. Primary receipts were 286,000 bushels, 
against 315,000 bushels last year. Seaboard 
cledrances on wheat and flour were light and 
equaled 126,000 bushels. Argentine’ ship- 
ments were 1,076,000 bushels, compared to 
1,344,000 a year ago. 

Early trade in corn was of niuch the same 
character as that in wheat. Prices were high- 
er on cables and the wheat strength, but there 
was an easing off as wheat reacted. About 
the time wheat began to advance energetical- 
ly, however, corn developed a lot of bullish 
news of its own. St, Louls and Kansas City 
were bullish, and were very strong. The lat- 
ter point was predicting a big buél movement 
on the cash situation. Stocks everywhere seem 
to be rapidly vanishing. In the west they are 
almost nil, and receipts do not supply the de- 
mand. There was a good cash demand today, 
the outside set to buying and at no time were 
offerings liberal. The large inter@ate that were 
in the market recently began buying freely, 
shorts covered and prices turned up again to 
the 60s. May jumped from low mark at 58%c 
and touched 60c. Late profit taking eased the 
market and May closed firm 4%@%c higher at 
59%c. Receipts 48 cars. 

Oats differed somewhat from the other mar- 
kets and were sort of a puzzle to traders. May 
was offered in liberal quantities. Some spec- 
ulators thought the big holder was sejling out: 
others said it was merely “‘tailers.””’ On the 
lower prices receiving and commission houses 
bought in and the market assumed a better 
tone than for some time. - There was excel- 
lent buying in September, which sent prices 
up well. There was a little reaction before 
the close, and May, after advancing from 41% 
@42\%c, closed unchanged and steady at 41 %c. 
Receipts were 78 cars. 

Provisions were etrong al] day until fust 
before the close, when profit taking took off 
Bome of the gain. Grain strength, the highest 
prices of the year for hogs and commission 
house buying for the outside account were the 
factors for the upturn. Scalpers sold and 
shorts covered. The pit was not particularly 
active, but showed a fair amount of energy.

Will Compete in Motor Paced Race 
Next Thursday Night. 


MORAN HAS GREAT RECORD 


Was One of the Best Men on the/ 


Track Last Season—Leander 
Wants Another Race 
with Bobby.

Bobbie Walthour’s great win of last 
Thursday evening at the Coliseum has 
waused a widespread demand for men 
in his class. The best man in the land 
to go against Walthour yesterday placed 
bis name to a contract for next Thurs- 
day evening. That was Jimmy Moran, 
end Walthour agreed to forego his. Bos- 
ton race of April 19, a decision which 
was the more easily made since his child, 
little Veva, is- still very sick, to meet 
Moran, and placed his name upon the 


contract very readily. 

Last season there were six leading 
riders in America who won $75,000 of the 
$125,000 put up in prize money for paced 
races. Of the six Jimmy Mfchael has 
retired and is néw a jockey in France, 
and Johnnie Nelson, one of the greatest 
little riders ever known, is dead. Wal- 
thour ranked as the leading winner and 
champion, Elkes was next, then came 
Stinson and then Moran. 

-Moran’s race against Walthour is the 
best race possible to arrange at the pres- 
ent time, and will be the feature of the 
cycling season. Manager Prince is con- 
vinced that he must secure good men 
to go against Walthour. In Fenn he 
had an excellent rider, and Fenn gave 
Walthour such a fight that he will have 
another chame. later in. the .year, a 
ménth or five weeks from now, when 
ris condition and experience will war: 
rant the race. 

Frank Cadwell, whose victory over 
Jimmy Hunter gave him prominence, is 
anxious to ride Walthour, and has asked 
for a race. Cadwell is a strong rider 
and has been improving steadily since 
his fall in the Hunter. contest, previous 
to which he was traveling as fast as any 
rider at the track. 

The best men will be brought to At- 
lanta as rapidly as possible to go against 
Walthour. Howard Freeman is already 
here and is anxious to go against Wal- 
thour: to follow Moran, but being under 
the management of Turville, who is also 
the manager of Lawson, who paces Wal- 
thour, this race is hardly thought prob- 
abjs unless the pacing plans are altered 
scmewhat. 

Leander’s Statement. 

George Leander, the big rider from 
Chicago, hag returned to Atlanta, anx- 
jous to get a return match from Wal- 
thour, who beat him at the Coliseum 
over a week ago. Leander yesterday 
sent the following letter to The Consti- 
tution in justification of his conduct on 
the night he was beaten by Walthour: 

To the Editor of The Constitution: 
Have arrived back in Atlanta and on 
my return was given a copy of the very 
uhjust statement of Mr. Prince and Mr. 
Winesett, and would like to say in be- 
half of myself that I will let the public, 
vho saw the race, judge for themselves 
as to whether I deliberately quit or not. 
I was yelling for faster pace and Ruiz 
said the motor was going at full speed. 
I thought it would go ag an accident 
and that the heat would be run over 
again. Then Mr. Prince got up in his 
excitement and raid the time of the heat 
was 7:56, and that was Walthour's time, 
not mine. He then put Lawson on the 
mctor and learned that he could not do 
better than a mile ir 1:3. Rutz is 47 
pounds heavier than Lawson. On the 
right of the last race I was in far bei- 
ter trim than when I beat him the first 
race, and I could have given him the 
rece of hig life. Not bragging, I could 
heave beaten him had T had a good motor 
and man. IT have come back to train, 
and if Walthour will not give me a race, 
all right. for although hoe rode a fine 
race, and giving him due credit for being 
a bicycle rider, I will say he can't make 
a foo) of me. 

Hoping to get another chance at him, I 
am, - yours, GEORGE LEANDER. 

When asked if Leander would be given 
another race with Walthour, Eli Wine- 
sett, the latter’s manager. said to a re- 
porter for The Constitution last night: 

“I'nder only one condition--that he 
wager $200 to $00 and put up all the 
money at once for a race, ‘winner take 
all,” and that is the only way. When TI 
made the contrart for the secend race 
T.eander cried for crn equal division of 
the purse, previding we rode a third race 
to which IT did not agree. Now tt must 
be ‘winner take all,’ and a large side 
bet, and every cent of his monev must 
go up with The Constitution before- 
hand.”’

Mr. Roosevelt Tells Judge Newman 
He Expects To Visit Atlanta 
in the Near Future. 

President Roosevelt is to visit Atlanta. 
The exact date of his coming has not 
been determified, but, during a conversa- 
tion he had with Judge W. T. Newman 
at the white house yesterday, the presi- 
dent declared that he proposed visiting 
the sovth, with Atlanta as the objective 
points in the very near future. 

Judge Newman and the Misses New- 
man called at the white house yesterday 
and were presented to Mr. Roosevelt, 
who received them warmly. Judge New- 
man expressed the desire that the pres- 
ident might visit Atlanta and in reply 
Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“I'm going to Atlanta some day. I’ve 
made up my mind to that effect. You 
khow my people came from near there.

Montgomery, Ala., April 11.—(Special.)— 
The aiiate board completed the assess- 
ment of the railroads today and the net 
result is an increase of $260,000. In the 
valuations which now foot up to 360,500,000, 
all told, a decrease of nearly $600,000 was 
made in the assessments of tne Southern 
system. The Alabama Great Southern 
division was decreased $250 a mile; the 
Georgia Pacific $750, -the Memphis and 
Charleston $600, the Selma a@hd Meridian 
$1,000, the Mobile and Birmingham divi- 
sion $00. The Central of Georgia gets a 
reduction of $250 a mile on its Andalusia 
branch of 30 miles. The Alabama Mid- 
land division of the Plant system was in- 
creased $300 a mile on 16 miles. The 
Louisville and Neshville was raised $500 
a mile on its Flomaton branch and $1,000 
on its Geneva branch. The same system 
contributed nearly 100 miles to the new 
mileage. The Mobile and Ohio was /given 
a reduction of $200,000 on its roiling stock. 
There was a considerable net decrease in 
assessments as compared with the same 
mileage, last year the ne& increase being 
solely due to new mileage.
